Perry Burgess, author of “Who Walk 
Alone,” a story written twelve years 
ago, that will pluck every’ string of 
emotion within one, has done it again 


with his most recent book, “Born of 
Those Years.” 


He has portrayed the inspirational 
adventure story of one man’s heroic 
and rewarding crusade against lepro- 
sy, and a lifetime devoted to helping 
others help themselves. 

Society Punished Lepers 

Horror and amazement are aroused 
in this stirring account. The record 
of man’s inhumanity to man is a long 
one, but the punishment that society 
has inflicted upon lepers, whose dis- 
ease is only mildly infectious, is ap- 
parently without equal. 

In this book, fully illustrated with 
photographs, one will come to know 
Wilfred Grenfell on the famous mis- 
sion to rocky Labrador and Big Joe 
Sweeney, the Maryknoll priest who 
built a shelter for his people in a 


Chinese graveyard when no other place 
offered. | 


Also one will meet Bishop Lapp, 
Mennonite missionary riding  alon 
the dusty roads of India and the Ci 
derella of children’s play creepin 
back to her cot in a leprosarium, an 
many others, in all parts of the world 

His book is not so much an autg 
biography as it is a portrait galle 
of strangely magnificent workers in 
tragically neglected field.

Burgess and his wife went repea 
edly into dangerous situations, i 
China and elsewhere, in order to se 
everything that could be seen. On 
time they were genuinely frightened 
in a leper village in India, when t i 
king of the beggars turned on_ ther 
and hundreds of lepers cut them of 
in a cul-de-sac.

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Marine Officer Training 
Offers Draft Deferment 


A ID draft classification will be given to the men stu- 
dents who signed up last week for the officer training in the 
United States Marines, with the Dean of Men Maurice Gerard 
or Coaches John Ward and Bill Cook. 


The candidates will be deferred 
from the draft until they graduate 
from a four year school, Coach Ward 
stated. Candidates must be able to 
meet the same physical standards as 


for entrance in the United States 
Naval Academy. 

Candidates must keep up _ their 
grades while attending school, an 
upon graduation he must receive a 
bachelor’s degree.in a field other 


than medicine, dentistry or theology. 

The six weeks is called the Junior 
Course and emphasis is put upon tac- 
tics of squad and platoon. Weapon 
instructions and firing ~onstitute an 
important part of the course. 

The Senior Course inclues  instruc- 
tion in crew-served weapons, with em- 
phasis on the tactics and_ techniques 
of the platoon and company. ‘The 
candidate will receive a Sergeant’s 
rank and pay of $176. 

If the candidate at any time fails to 
meet the requirements and_ standards 
that he is supposed to, he will be dis- 
charged and subject to the draft.

In his speech to the Santa Ana 
College students Mr. Farrell outlined 
his political platform. If elected to 
Congress he stated that he would 
fight to reduce federal spending, re- 
store individual freedom and_ state’s 


rights, stop direct tax on income, 
and end government competition with 
private »business. He also stated that, 
he would like to take part in closing 
socialistic bureaus and restoring Chris- 
tian principles to government. ; 

In addition to his campaign speech 
he also told students to take part in 
their government by always being 
sure to vote, and to protect “the free- 
dom to develop by -yourself.” He ad- 
vised students to “look into platform, 
background, and qualifications of your 
candidates.” 

He concluded his speech by _point- 
ing out to students that “this is a 
time of crisis and you must fight for 
the candidate you believe in.” Fol- 
lowing the speech there was a: ten 
minute, question-answer period.

Don thinclads suffered their sec- 
ond defeat in conference meets last 
Friday when Fullerton outclassed Fl 
Don 77-54 at Fullerton. 


El Don had previously been beaten 
by Riverside. Riverside came from 
behind to win the relay and Coach 
John Ward’s tracksters 67 5/6 to 63 1/6 
at Riverside. 


Duane Gustafson was the iron man 
for the Dons in their mets, piling up 
thirteen points in each meet. At Riv- 
erside Gustafson won the discus with 
a throw of 136 feet. He won the jav- 
elin by heaving it 165 feet, and he 
placed second to Riverside’s Yirgil 
Elwess in the shot-put. At Fullerton 
Gustafson won the discus, shot, and 
placed- second to Don Frank Freese 
who threw th ejavelin 169 feet 4 
inches. 


The Dons. took a clean sweep in 
the.-220 yard low hurdles at River- 
side and the javelin at Fullerton. Ron 
Dozier, Al Fowler and Del Bromell 
combined to take the 220 low hurdles 
at Riverside with Dozier winning in 
25.9 seconds. Jerry Schoonover placed 
behind Freese and Gustafson in the 
javelin at Fullerton. 


Fullerton’s victory over the Dors 
put them in a three way tie for fiist 
place in the conference with Mount 
San Antonio and Chaffey who also 
won their second meets of the season. 
Mt. San Antonio bested Riverside 
90% to 40% and Chaffey subdued 
San Bernardino 83-48. 


The meet was originally scheduled 
for, Santa Ana, but the rain forced 
the workmen who were working on 
the track to delay their finishing uw 
and the meet was_ rescheduled _ fot 
Mount San Antonio.
